The terms agreed upon follow: 


ONE—The right of workers to or- 


ganize into trade unions and to bar- 
gain 
collectively through chosen 


other conditions as shall be found de- 
sirable from time to time. 
Third—Established safeguards and 


regulations for the protection of the 
health and safety of workers shall 
not be relaxed. 


If It shall become necessary to em- 


ploy women on work ordinarily per- 
formed by mea, they must be allowed 
equal pay for equal work and must 


to their strength. 
The basic eight-hour day Is recog- 
nized as applying in all cases In 
which existing law requires it. In ali 
other cases the question of hours of 
labor shall be settled with due re- 
gard to governmental necessities and 


by the employers in any manner 
whatsoever. 


TWO—The right of employers to or- 
ganize In associations or groups 
and bargain 
collectively, through 


chosen representathes Is recognized 
and affirmed. 
This right shall not

THREE—-Employers should not dis- 
charge workers for membership in 
trades unions, nor for legitimate 
trade union activities. 


of their right to organize, shall not 
use coercive measures of any kind 
to Induce persons to join their or- 
ganizations, 
nor to induce em- 


ployers to bargain or deal there- 
with. 


EXISTING COXDrnOITS. 
First—In establishments where the 
union shop exists the same shall con- 
tinue and the union standards as to \ 
wages, hours of labor and other con- 
ditiong of employment shall be main- 
tained. 


Second—In establishments -where 


•union and non-union men and women 
now work together, and the employer 
meets only with employees or repre- 
sentatives engaged in said establish- 
ments, the continuance of such con- 
ditions shall not be deemed a griev- 
ance. 
This declaration, however, 'is 


not intended in any manner to deny 
the right, discourage the practice of 
the formation of labor unions, or the 
joining of the same by the workers 
in said establishments,

using, or any umpire from granting 
under the machinery herein provided, 
improvement of their situation In the

Cut Auto Cost 


Experience of Two Car Owners Widely Differ- 


ent; One Has Tronic 


John Jones and Bill Smith are neigh- 


bors. 
They were caught on the same 


rise of prosperity and purchased the same 
make of car. Neither knows very much 
about an automobile, yet Jones has oper- 
ated his car sis months with practically 
no expenses for repairs, while Smith has 
had hia car in the service station on an 
average of once a week. His troubles 
have been everything from rim cut tires 
and dirt in the carbureter to burnt out 
bearings and scored cylinders. 


Tha difference is that the one has sym- 


pathy for machinery—and the other has 
not. 


When an engine misses badly the only 


emotion the ordinary driver feels is that 
there is s. disagreeable vibration and that 
he is not getting as much power as usual, 


a sensation of pain which can ba com- 
pared to that of the musician who hears 
a masterpiece ruined by gome amateur 
of limited musical ability. 


The fact la that many parts on a, car 


are strained when missing takes place 
and particularly when the missing takes 
the form of buclcins, as It is commorJy 
deEci-ibed. 
This 
particular 
condition 


arises when the missing occurs at suoh 
a time that the engine is sometimes pro-, 
pelllne the car and alternately the car is 
propelling the engine. At this time the 
strains set up by the Irregular operation 
of the engine are greatest. 


The vibration of a missing engine is 


due to the fact that It slows down con- 
siderably when tha cylinder falls to fire 
arid then speeds up to normal or nearly 
normal when two or three cylinders fire 
in succession. 


SPEEDS UP. 


The engine, except insofar as It Is held 


back by the Inertia of the flywheel. Is 
trying to make its speed fluctuate ac- 
cording to. the power impulses. 
When 


these come In quick succession it speeds 
up, and when some are skipped it fans. 
The car, on the' other hand, is running 
at a fairly regular speed. 
Therefore, 


when the engine speeds up an extra 
strain .Is placed on universals, beTet gears 
and tires and many other parts, and the 
same happens when the engine tends to 
drop below normal speed, 
except the 


forces act In the reverse direction. 


Bear In mind that there is really only 


one tooth on tbe bevel pinion which is 
fully la mesh with the bevel gear at one 
time, then assume that a powerful ex- 
plosion takes place after a period of miss- 
ing while this particular tooth On the 
bevel pinion is in contact with its mate 
on the bevel gear. Therefore It Is plain

The weight of the car i» BO great that, 


as previously stated, Its speed is prac- 
tically ' constant. The result is that any 
rapid fluctuations In engine speed must 
be absorbed by give and take in the tread 
of the tires, so it Is clear that when the 
engine speeds up they are yonked one 
way, 
and then when It drops, they are 


jerked jhe other way. This strains and 
wears both tread and fabric. 


The same sort o£ strains are pro- 


duced by uneven operation of the accele- 
rator pedal and the more power the car 
has, naturally the greater the strains are 
since the engine is livelier. 
Therefore 


it is'desirable to apply presure to the ac- 
celerator pedal gently and when driving 
over rough roads if it is not possible to 
hold the foot steadily on the pedal it la 
only sensible to use the hand throttle- 


SIMtLAR STRt^SES. 


Similar stresses, but in greatly magni- 


fied form, are set up by too rapid engage- 
ment of the clutch. On a given car the 
Intensity of these stresses naturally de- 


pend on how strong the clutch Ja, that is, 
how rapidly It grips and catches np to 
the speed of flywheel, rotating solidly 
with the engine. It should be remem- 
bered that when the engine Is speeded 
up and the car Is started that It may 
be possible to stress the driving mechan- 
ism more than is good for it, and If tho 
parts are not much 
stronger than re- 


quired for ordinary running a breakage 
may occur. In other words, when the 
engine lg speeded up an Immense amount 
of energy Is stored In the flywheel and if 
the clutch 
is 
suddenly applied, this 


energy IB turned into a force to propel 
the car, the 
amount of the force de- 


pending on how light the original speed 
of the flywheel was and how quickly it 
was slowed down. 
This force may be 


many times the force .exerted by the en- 
gine when the throttle is wide open and 
the car Is running at full speed 


The sympathetic driver thinks of the 


piston also when overheating occurs and 
water begins to 
boil away, 
eventually 


leaving nothing but steam in the water 
Jackets. Even with the cooling system 
operating at its best it la surprising that 
the cylinder walls are able to draw 
enough heat from the piston, remember- 
ing that there is an oil film between to 
keep it sufficiently cool, but when the 
water bolls away there is grave danger 
of the piston becoming go hot that oil 
ofiT> T,r, irmjr^r Rtov on It and it will ex-1 
pand and seize the cylinder wanu 01 u. 
It does not do this, at least it will score 
them. 


AFFECTS 
BEARINGS. 


Failure of the oil supply also seriously 


affects the bearings. Let us consider one 
of the 
connecting-rod bearings. 
The 


pressaro sustained by this bearing is. 
often over half a ton and in some cases 
may rise to a ton or more. Limitations 
of space and weight prevent the making 
of a very large bearing surface to with- 
stand the strain. It is bad enough to 
think of this bearing running at thous- 
ands of revolutions per minute day in 
and day out, almost year In and year out, 
sustaining 
this tremendous load with 


little or no wear, but the Idea of thia 
bearing operating without an oil film Is 
unbearable. 
Even the idea of its func- 


tioning with a reduced supply of oil or 
thin or dirty oil causes anguish in the 
heart of a man who really appreciates 
machinery, and the wonder is that more 
bearings do not give way under the 
abuse they receive because of improper

HP'HAT science has at last solved the conun- 


I drum of how to overcome gravity seems to 
•*• be indicated by the astonishing results ob- 


tained in a series of experiments with electricity 
recently conducted by Prof. Francis E. Nipher 
of tlie St. Louis Academy of Science. 


It is the theory of scientists that in some mys- 


terious way the miuuie electrical charges existing 
on the particles making up molecules and atoms 
are definitely linked up and concerned with such 
basic phenomena as gravitation. Since all bodies 
are made up of atoms it -would seem logically to 
follow that the forces of gravity.must depend in 
Borne way upon attractions which atoms exert upon 
each other, and due to the fact that the atoms are 
separated, at least in solids and liquids, by ex- 
treacly sn;n.!I dist^n?", ^° mirht pxnect these 
inter-atomic forces to be relatively more powerful 
than are those of ordinary gravitation. Until re- 
cently, however, the mystery linking this inter- 
atomic activity with the .force of gravitation baf- 
fled all attempts at solution, although many scien- 
tists had tackled it. 


But at last experimental proof has been forth- 


coming through the untiring labors of Prof. Frfln- 
cis E. Nipher. In a pamphlet Prof. Nipher supplies 
experimental evidence that gravitational attrac- 
tion cannot only be suspended or nullified by the 
electrical current, but it actually can be trans- 
formed into "gravitational repulsion!" 


Clearly to understand Prof. Cipher's epoch- 


making experiments, the reader is reminded of 
that familiar law of physics which states "that all 


particles of matter attract each other with a form 
which Is greater the nearer the particles are to- 
gether." To be still more definite, Newton'e law 
says that bodies behave as if every particle of 
matter attracted every other particle with a force 
that is proportional to tho product of their masses 
and inversely proportional to the square of the 
distance betwen them. It Is the gravitational at- 
traction between the earth and the bodies upon it 
which causes the latter to have •weight. 


This fact, it is pointed out, is often lost eight 


of and should be well understood by every stu- 
dent. To make the matter more clear, the follow- 
ing example ig given: 


Imagine that a man's bod3r is (as by flying, 


jumping, diving from a high point, etc.) for the 
moment separated from the surface of the earth. 
As soon as the mass of lue uody is separated ftcn 
the earth, gravitational attraction is set up between 
the two masses. The earth pulls the man's body, 
and also his body pulls the earth, but as the mass 
of the earth is infinitely greater. Its movement 
cannot be detected. 


Just how Prof. Nipher discovered the secret of 


"reversing gravity" and the apparatus with which 
he conducted his experiments is very interestingly 
described in an illustrated article in the Elec- 
trical Experimenter. 


"Prof. Nipher's mechanical apparatus," says 


this writer, "resembled that used in the 'Cavendish 
experiment,' by which it was first experimentally 
proved that Newton's law of universal gravita- 
tional attraction applied to small bodies in their

action upon each other at short distances, Just as 
well as it did to small terrestlal bodies under the 
influence of the earth. This apparatus consists of 
a delicate torsion suspension fiber (see Figs. 3 and 
4), a light, rigid arm at the lower eau of tSe fiber 
suspension, and at either end of this bar two small 
lead spheres of known mass. Two equal large 
balls of solid lead are placed close to the small sus- 
pended spheres in the manner shown. Kow, re- 
membering that familiar law of physics—that 
every body in space attracts every other body pro- 
portionally to their respective masses and inversely 
as the distance between them—then it is evident 
that when this apparatus is set up, that the small 
euspended spheres will be slightly attracted by tha 
larger stationary balls. This condition is repre- 
sented in Fig. 1. 


"Before connecting any form of electric current 


to the modified Cavendish apparatus, Prof. Nipher 
took special precaution carefully to screen the 
moving element from any electro-static or electro- 
magnetic effects. His apparatus briefly consists 
of two large lead spheres ten inches in diameter, 
resting upon heavy sheets of hard rubber. Two 
small lead balls, each one Inch in diameter, were 
now suspended from two silk threads, stationed 
at tie sides of the two large lead spheres, from 
which they were separated a little distance. More- 


over, the suspended 
balls were 
insulated 


elaborately 
from the 


'large spheres by in- 
closing them first air- 
tight in a long wooden box, -which was also 
covered with tinned iron sheets as well as card- 
board sheets. There was, furthermore, a metal 
shield between the box and the large metal 
spheres. The large metal lead spheres now ex- 
erted a certain gravitational pull upoa the sus- 
pended small lead baJJs, as indicated in Fi§. 1, and 
the small lead balls were slightly pulled over 
toward the large spheres. 


"In his first experiments Prof. Nipher applied 


a high tension current from & static machine to 
the large lead balls (see Fig. 2). No difference 
was noted whether the positive or negative ter- 
minals were applied. In one of these experiments 
the masses were 'repelled' (normal gravitational 
attraction had been nullified and changed to re- 
pulsion) by a force nearly twice as great as the ini- 
tial gravitational repulsion. This effect is shown 
in Fig. 2. 


"In further experiments Prof. Nipher decided 


to check his results. To do this, he replaced the 
large solid lead spheres with two metal boxes, 
each filled with loose cotton batting. These hol- 
low boxes (having practically no maes) rested 
upon insulators. They were separated from tha 
protective screen by sheets of glasa aad were 
grounded to It by heavy copper wires. The metal 
boxes were then charged in every way that the 
solid lead spheres had been, but not the slightest 
change in the position of tha suspended balls cou!4

Be detected. This would aeem W prove cottcln- 
sively that the 'repulsion' and 'gravitational nulli- 
fication' effects' that he had produced when th» 
solid large balls were electrically charged, were 
genuine and based undoubtedly on & true inter- 
atomic electrical reaction, and not npoa anj fora 
of electro-static or electro-magnetic effects he- 
twees the large and small mauea. If they had 
been, the metal boxes, with no mass, would nave 
served as well as the solid halls. 


"Another interesting experiment was conducted 


with low frequency alternating current applied to 
the large lead spheres. Spring contact brushed 
were fastened to the wooden blocks supporting the 
large spheres as shown in Fig. 4, one brush on 
either side of the hall. This permitted sending 
current through the ball from one side to the 
other. First, a direct current of 20 amperes was 
sent through the two large masses, but no effect 
upon the suspended masses could be detected. 
Next, an alternating cnrrtnt of 20 amperes wfcr 
sent through the large masses (see Pig. 4), with 
the result that the gravitational attraction wa« 
quickly reduced to zero, and not only that but in 
15 to 20 minutes the small lead spherei had moved 
away over one-half as much to the opposite direc- 
tion as the distance they had been attracted origi- 
nally toward the 'large masses. Thu> gravitation 
had not only been completely nullified, but it was 
actually reversed."

"Kelp is an enormous aeaplant which abounds 


along the Pacific coast. A full grown plant will 
have a stem 300 feet in length which bears at the 
top an air bulb. From this bulb grow 50 or more 
giant leaves, each one of which will attain a length 
of 30 or 40 feet.

an end. Scientists say that when this time comes 
the last drop of water will have been absorbed 
Into the earth's crust, its surface will be a desert 
and all life will become extinct. 


MOWRA FLOWER a* SOURCE of POWER 


A N industrial product of considerable value can 
/\ be obtained from the state of Hyderabad, 
* » India, in the shape of the mowra flower, 
and it is manufactured into products of commer- 
cial utility, according to a writer In the Scientific 
'American. The mowra tree abounds In the forests 
and open, country In t'.r's rTg'cr, ?"<! (tnrtr.fr the 
hot weather the flowers drop off the tree and are 
gathered and dried to tha consistency of raisins. 
Hitherto they had been utilized for liquor alone. 


On the average some 25,000 tons are gathered 


annually, of which about 10,000 tons are used for 
liquor and the balance is run to waste. 


It has been discovered that it Is possible to 


make sugar, motor spirits and several other val- 
uable products out of this material. In addition 


to sugar, the flower contains acetic acid and a 
certain amount of acetone which is one of tho 
principal ingredients of cordite. 


It appears that the government of India has 


purchased a large quantity of mowra from Hyder- 
abad for use in the acetone factory at Nasik. An- 
othrr fact which promises to be of great economic 
importance is that, with suitable auditions, iiio^ia 
spirit can be used with success as a substitute for 
gasoline as a source of power for internal com- 
bustion engines, especially In motor cars. It ia 
stated that several kinds of motor cars have been 
run on a spirit prepared from mowfa at half tha 
cost of petrol and that 100,000 gallons of such 
spirits can he manufactured from 1500 tons of 
mowra. 


The age of the oceans has been estimated by a 


leading authority, Prof. Frank Clarke of the United 
States Geological Survey, at about 90,000,000 yeara. 
This, of course, is only an approximation, but ia 
based on carefully studied scientific data. All the . 
water was once contained in the vapor that sur- 
rounded the-glowing, slowly cooling mass which 
is now the earth. 
After the gases combined to 


form water, the process of making the ocean salt 
began. This was the work of the rivers. Mineral 
salts were extracted from the rocks over which they 
flow and deposited In the aea. 


Bach year the action of the streams Is said to 


make the ocean slightly more salty and this ia 
the basis on which its age Is calculated. The 
amount of salt carried by the rivers of the world 
is computed by the scientists and compared with 
the total quantity in the ocean. After evaporation 
and the velocity of currents have been considered, 
it Is possible to calculate how long it has taken 
to make s»a water as salty as It is today. 


About 3% per cent, of mineral salts and 96ft 


per cent, fresh water make up the oceans. Three- 
fourths of the solid matter is common table salt, 
chloride of sodium, other ingredients being 
chloride, sulphate and bromide of magnesium; 
sulphate and carbonate of lime and sulphate of 
potash, besides traces of various other minerals 
and metals, including gold and silver.

Estraor^hiary Painting:.of Jesus and the Spirits. "And Behold, Angels Came Ministering Unto Him!"

E 


ASTER win - be'celebrated in Palestine as 
never before, this many centuries, and all the 
Christian world will celebrate.with greater 


fervor and deeper•reverence now'that the hand of 
the "Infidel Turk-Ms removed. 


It is exactly-674 years since the Turks drove 


out the Christians, and took possession of Jerusa- 
lem, after it had been taken by Frederick I* 
March 17, 1229; who crowned himself King of the 
Latin Kingdom/in imitation of that earlier King 
of Jerusalem, Godfrey of Boulogne (1099). 


Palestine had been assigned to the Emperor 


of the East in 305 A. D., arid was nominally Chris-' 
tian at that time, when pilgrimage to the Holy 
Land became almost' a cult and the finding of 
relics" became a regular pursuit in all the places 
identified with the life-of Jesus. 


This was the period that might almost be 


termed the Christianizing of Palestine, for Chris- 
tianity had developed far more vigorously, at 
Roma .and in other *parts of the Roman empire 
than|in the Holy/Land itself, up to this'time. 
Constantine had made, it the state religion and 
Helena ,had found the "True Cross," so that there 
was a great, stirring of interest throughout the 
land. 
Many, fine churches were built, and Jus- 


tinian erected the Golden Gate and part of a great 
church, now the-El Aksa Mosque (527-565).. 


It was ia 614 that Chosroes II., King of Persia, 


made his great inroad, persecuting the .Christians 
•wherever he found theia, especially in v/Iiat Is 
now Armenia, and capturing Jerusalem. The Em- 
peror Heraclius managed to regain control (629), 
but he had to yield before the might of the Caliph 
Omar (637), who erected many great structures, 
especially the mosque called after him, upon the 
great rock which had been the site of the Temple 
of Solomon. 


For more than 400 years'the Mohammedans 


held sway,.until as a result of the Crusades G.od- 
frey ot Boulogne took possession in 1099. The 
Christian powers could not, however, hold pos- 
session, for they were always fighting among them- 
selves, and so Saladin, the mighty leader of the 
Motlems, gained a permanent hold over Palestine 
and Jerusalem in 1187. 


It was (luring the next century that the Chris- 


tlifcs under the leadership of Fredereick II, gained 
•Sessession of Palestine for the last time, until 
•ur own day. But with dissension among the 
Christians of that time it was not difficult for 
the Turks to regain control in 1244 and retain it 
tver since, in one :torm or another. 


The Surrender of Jerusalem.

Precisely what local changes in privileges of 


worship will come out of the change may not be 
foretold. For a long time a strange .situation has 
prevailed .in Jerusalem. The Holy Sepulchre,.'for 
example, with its relics of .Christian-treasure, has 
been used by Greeks, Armenians and western 
Christians in alternation, the control remaining 
with the Turkish authorities. 
Naturally many 


disputes have arisen out of so strange a situation.. 


The Sisnificance of Easter. 


When the city was captured by the British there 


was great local anxiety as to what might result 
"With the entry of Gen. Allenby, with his staff and 
certain French and Italian officers; these anxieties 
were quickly set at rest. The Jewish population 
soon learned that aii was to be well with them 
and other sects represented in the citizenship of 
the historic place were equally reassured. A sense 
of peace, liberty and security had its immediate 
effect and influenced profoundly the preparations 
for the new, unexampled Easter as well as for 
future worship of- every sort in the troubled Holy 
Land. In Jerusalem as elsewhere began to ap- 
pear a conviction that, no matter how long world 
peace might be delayed, a new spirit was abroad 
throughout the earth. 


This Easter, then, has a special significance, 


in view of all tlta centuries of struggle for holding 
the plates cunstcruieu iu C'unstiauiiy by ihe ;u:uv- 
Hy of its Saviour. 


Easter is the greatest of .Christian festivals 


because its date of celebration. and purpose are 
clearly determined and almost universally ac- 
cepted. " Many are aware that Christmas can hardly 
be the real anniversary of the birth of Jesus, for 
numerous scholars hold that he was born in the 
spring, not in December, but none doubt that the 
crucifixion took place during the Passover week, 


. and that the resurrection, as chronicled in the 
Gospels, occurred on the third day after his death. 


Those who still remember their Bible will 


easily turn to any of the Gospels, Luke for in- 
stance, and find in Chapter xxiv. that upon the 
first day of the week (Sunday) the friends came to 
the sepulchre and found the stone which had 
been in front of the opening rolled away, and 
no body in the toinb, and that two angels standing 
there asked: "Why seek ye the living among the 
dead? He is not here but is risen." 


This is the outstanding fact to all believing 


Christians, and never has it come home to them 
with such moving-significance as now, when aH 
the world seems-to stand face to face with death 
and its e:erpal problem 'of Life Everlasting. 


"Peace on Earth." 


Dr. Lyman Abbott has said, and repeated upon 


many occasions: There Is ao fact in all history so 
well attested as the resurrection of Jesus. 
He 


holds that the number of witnesses testifying to 
this fact removes it from all shadow of doubt 
Many Christians will accept this statement as 
authoritative, while others will accept it only in 
a, svrr.bo'.ic seer0, Ftill holding thr1' th^se wi*.' 
nesses might have been self-deceived, but that

HE world, which, knows so little about how 
the man and the "woman nest uecr live, has 
largely missed th« remarkable career of the 


wife who, with, success, meets the daily and yearly 
competition of all of the champion beauties of the 
day, seeing each come, win the attention of the 
country for the moment, . and then fade, as a 
morning glory, to give place to a newer and 
fresher flower. 


There are not so many .wives who -tan meet 


with a serene confidence the competition of one 
famous beauty. 
Many a -woman who has come 


along the thorny pathway hand in hand with a. 
man, has seen -him falter and fall at the first : 
cross-road that wound itself over the pathway. Tne 
divorce courts are ".full of milestones transplanted 
from the course of true lore, and .every one of 
them spelled a story of the possession by the other 
woman of something that the wife. did not have. 


Husband of a Beauty Student 


Wherefore, one may listen with the closest at- 


tention to the story of Mrs. Penrhyn Stanlaws, 
wife of an artist who has won fame as the maker 
of womanly types, and who has never felt the 
sting of competition in the gentle and graceful 
business of being a successful wife. Hundreds of 
the most beautiful young women In the country 
have posed, using every art to bring to the fore 
their most attractive points, before the man who 
nestles in the sofa pillows in the Stanlaws home 
after it is all- done and waits for the companion- 
ship of one woman who does not figure in the 
picture supplements as the ideal of an aesthetic 
mind. 


And does she regard the charming young 


woman as a possible rival? 


Far from it. 
The green-eyed monster that comes to so many 


women who see their husbands merely- glance ,-ap- 
praisingly at a comely girl in the streets never 
comes to the woman who knows day by day that 
her husband looks with critical eye at the best 
assortment ot feminine curves that the artistic 
world may afford. She doesn't think any more of 
a posing model, whose face and form will soon 
regale the exhibition galleries of the. magazine 
readers, than the wife of a wool merchant would 
regard with disfavor a rare bit of merino that 
comes along with the samples to show what the 
spring market will offer. 


I talked with Mrs. Stanlaws in her home just 


"after it had been announced that Miss Frances 
Jordan, mentioned among Mr. Slanlaws's "dis- 
coveries," had been picked as the most beautiful 
woman in the country, with the idea of putting 
her face on certain governmental advertisements 
designed to bring to the eye and heart of the sol- 
dier an idea of the girl he left behind, him, both 
as a reason for taking governmental insurance, 
and for lighting for the government. 


If this face, picked by a corps of artists as the 


most beautiful, might be expected to allure in its 
counterfeit form, the idea presented itself that 
many beautiful faces and forms, seen in their 
original charm, might offer some submarine dan- 
ger to the home life of a man who constantly 
sought the freshness of youth for the making of 
pictures for the popular pleasing. I wanted -to 
know from Mrs. Stanlaws just how one in the best 
possible position to know would regard the ques- 
tion that so many idle speculators had asked. 


Fascination of the Mysterious. 


••people, as a general rule," said Mrs. Stanlaws, 


wise in her generation, "are much prone to be at- 
tracted by the things they do not understand. 
There is always a vague, uncertain allurement !a 
a land one has not visited. A man who has never 
been away from America imagines that he will 
find an Arcadia in some far-off realm of which 
poets have sung, and whose scenes artists have 
-pictured. 
"The chances are that when the man reaches 


the land he is more interested in studying the time 
table to find «"t how soon he ran get away than 
he is in regarding the moss-grown antiquities that 
lured him thither. Moss on a bucket is about the 
eame in Illinois as it is in Normandy, and just 
about as exciting. 


, 


"To the man who has been in the country toe- 


fore, the situation Is different. An artist who has 
been to the country districts of France to paint 
knows that he will find a certain old type of 
broken down mill at a certain place. But he knows 
also that he will put up with the inconveniences ol 
a. tenth-rate hotel to get the working chance, and 
that the procession of peasants who pass before 
him will only present eo many types out of a hun- 
dred, just as a procession of natives in Missouri 
will offer some quaint and unusual studies. 


"But the man who knows has no illusions, or 


delusions. His mind Is oft straight, and the gen- 
eral effect that meets the. casual traveler who has 
ouo a. vague mea or me couuiry us a. niiuio »m 
not make an impression. He .knows -what he seeks 
for the immediate purpose of his visit. 


"I do not know of any better way to picture the 


state of mind of an artist who works among living 
models. As a rule, he has seen much of the world 
and knows the classes and the conditions of the 
women who pose to he painted. And they are as 
varied as landscapes in an irregular country. 


"It is quite possible for a woman to come along 


who has the most-beautiful arm In the world, and 
yet to find that her mind and her arm have not 
had simultaneous development. No man ever loved 
an arm, merely for the arm's sake. He may ad- 
mire It, but it won't beckon any real man from 
home unless there is a meatal supplement, or com- 
plement, that appeals to the Imagination of the 
man. Models come from all walks of life. Some 
are artistic, graceful and charming girls, who pos- 
sess the goodness of soul and the polish of society 
that give added value to their work. There Is no 
danger in such a woman, because she is inherently 
good, and her work no more involves the duties of 
a siren than does that of a bank cashier. 


Beauty and Lure. 


"In some types' we find women who have just 


the simple beauty of youth, with the lack of 
accomplishment that must exist to make a siren, 
even though one is desirous of shining in history 
as a Cleopatra. There isn't any more danger in this 
type than there is or a man's becoming intoxicated 
at a prohibition dinner. The alcoholic equation is 
absolutely missing. There are many of this type, 
having the physical elements of attraction without 
the experience and the knowledge of the world that 
would make them dangerous. They are like wet 


' gun-cotton, which is no more dangerous than 


putty, although it contains all of the power that, 


. with later treatment, will make it wreck a city. 


"If one will study the siren, of history, it will 


at once be impressed that at no time has a woman 
reached a heart-wrecker's state excepting from the 
pedestal of political cunning—the same sort of cun- 
ning In a woman that lets a man undermine his 
fellow in plain politics. 
And the male political 


wrecker is never of the handsome type. The pure 
article of beauty has never yet been the vehicle of 
crime, or of intrigue. Sometimes it has been an 
accessory to mental development, and sometimes 
mental development has set beauty at naught and 
won merely through personality. 


"There is no guile in beauty in Itself. Quite 


the reverse. One must spoil beauty to make evil. 
It is possible, of course, because the human mind 
in a beautiful head is, after all, but the same sort 
of mind that an ugly one contains. It is subject 
to the same suggestions, the samo environment, 
and the same associations, which combine to make 
'character. 


"And, perhaps, the wise wife of an artist, fa- 


miliar with models, might study them a trifle her- 
self. Does she find a peculiar trick of hairflresslng 
that lends attraction to a face? Why not adopt it? 
Does she find a drapery that brings out a line? 
"Why not 'try it on your own piano'? The artist's 
wife has a chance to see all of the things that her 
husband esteems worthy of art." 


I have thus set down the wise comments of A 


wise woman concerning the things that most 
women would like to know. And, as I think over 
th^m, I am impressed by the fact. that, the drawing 
that accompanies this article was" made fay Mr. 
Stanlaws of his favorite model—the wife Who does 
not look with envy upon his models of the busi- 
ness hours.

Adventists' Conference 


The Seventh Day Adveutisls. \\ho begun their quad- 


rennial conference h'.^f Fr^z'y r1' +ho Auditorium hero, 
have a membership in round numbers of 1.30,000. Per- 
haps no religious denomination has more widely dis- 
seminated its tenets. 
Its propaganda is carried 


largely by the printed word. It maintains forty pub- 
lishing houses, whose assets exceed §2,170,000, and puts 
forth its literature in ninety languages. 
Sales of its 


publications, which are purely and exclusively denom- 
inational, approximated §2.200.000 during the year 
1916. The members of this denomination are very lib- 


, er.il contributors to church funds. Their contributions 
for the year were §3,950,4-91. or more than §37.85 per 
capita for the members of the North American division. 
The per capita of contributions of other denominations 
average some eighteen cents. Though this is considered 
one of the most important world conferences ever held 
in the fifty-four years of the church's greater organiza- 
tion, the war has prevented any representation from 
its European field. But one delegate comes from Eu- 
rope, and he is an American, though he represents 
English churches. Six had been furnished credentials 
from that country and were ready to come, but pass- 
ports were withheld. Considerable propaganda is car- 
ried on in that country, though it is not as fruitful iu 


many. There are some twenty thousand members of 
the church in Germany, with a large publishing house 
at Hamburg. At the outbreak of the war this em- 
ployed upwards of one hundred men, but these have aJl 
been taken for army service, so that now the concern's 
activities are all performed by women. Word is obtain- 
able only at long intervals as to how the work is pro- 
gressing. Asia is well represented at the conference, 
the Asiatic countries, especially the English-speaking 
ones, being well evangelized. There are about three 
hundred delegates in attendance. The head of the sect 
is A. G. Daniells, his office being President of the Gen- 
eral Conference, with headquarters at Washington, 
D. C. He has occupied this position seventeen years. 
Signs of the Times 
A; 


Aside from its method of spreading its propaganda 


through books and pamphlets, the system of sani- 
tariums maintained by the Seventh Day Adventists is 
noted wherever the denomination establishes itself. 
There are forty-one of these altogether. They are as 
popular with non-believers as with members of the 
.sect. The method of dieting is rigid in such things as 
narcotics, and in more familiar things such as tea and 
coffee the limitations are strict But those who are 
ailing and seek relief seem to find that the course of 
treatment brings results. The denomination employs 
some ooOO evangelistic laborers. Such of these as work 
on the frontiers of civilization, among primitive peo- 
ples, are educated physicians. The church maintains 
institutions for the education and preparation of its 
missionaries. The spectacular conversion of the entire 
population of Pitcairn Island to Adventism was the 
result of the thorough preparation for •which the mis- 
sionaries of this church prepare for their work. The 
Adventists interpret the Bible literally, and hence they 
are seeing in the present world war the fulfillment of 
prophecy. Many statements have appeared as to exact 
dates upon which they expect a world cataclysm and 
the winding up of things terrestrial; but these are 
fictional. What they do claim, however, is that what 
is happening constitutes the signs of the times, which 
portend the second coming of the Messiah. They 
realize that this i* going to be a difficult ?ubjeot ir> 
treat in their deliberations at this conference.

The enterprise is handi- 
rapped to begin vu'fh In inadequate transportation 
facilities. Despite thn; ,.u-i. in twenty-two months an 
attendance of over 4UO,(i<)() has been recorded. It is

among the first six in America in point of attendance. 
Twenty-six exhibitions have been held, though over 
fifty galleries have been continuously open free to the 
public. The most important exhibit is Mrs. Hearst's 
collection of paintings, engravings, tapestries, Oriental 
rugs, textiles, furniture and objects of art, a very 
unusual exhibition iu itself, which has been consider- 
ably added to, necessitating the installation of six 
7ie\v <r,iHeriec.

The Great Organ 


The contract of the city with Organist Leinare ex- 


pires April 1. He has had charge of the great organ in 
the Auditorium for a year, and has been paid $10,000. 
Also he has been given autocratic control of the instru- 
ment. The whole question is likely to come up as to 
whether the plan that has been followed is the best 
to afford the people enjoyment of the great instru- 
ment Under the contract that is about to expire the 
city's music matters are sewed up with a tightness 


f hardly expected in a matter that is intended to con- 


cern the people's pleasure. Section 2 ot Ordinance 
4139 provides that the organ shall be operated solely 
by the person designated as the organist of the Munici- 
pal Auditorium. Section 3 provides that it shall be 
operated only at municipal organ recitals under ex- 
clusive control of the Board of Supervisors. Ordinance 
4140 provides that the mayor may enter int o a contract 
with an, organist by which he shall have care and 
custody of the organ for one year, etc. The Board of 
Supervisors,, by formal vote, may authorize other use 
of the organ than for municipal concerts, but it re- 
quires formal action to do that. Such action was not 
had when the use of the Auditorium and the organ was 
permitted at the popular Hertz concert, and conse- 
quently there is the spectacle of the only really im- 
portant event of the year being unlawfully pulled otf. 
But under the present regulation the organ is not 
available for great performers who may be passing 
through or sojourning here, or for great musical organ- 
izations, such as the Minneapolis Symphony Orchestra, 
which was here during the year and which may be said 
to have got the cold shoulder. 


While here McCormack had it illustrated how the 


city is conserving its great organ. He had heard about 
the instrument, and wanted to hear it. He is something 
at the key board himself, and while on a visit to the 
Auditorium, before the concert, thought to see on hii 
own account how it went So he climbed to the loft 
\\ith the purpose to run over the keys, but found the 
instrument locked. Calling down the fact he was in- 
formed by the chairman of the-Auditorium Committee 
that the organist had locked it. McCormack desired to 
know what was the matter with the organist unlocking 
it. The chairman of the Auditorium Committee sur- 
mised that the organist had the key with Mm and his 
whereabouts were unknown. That settled it. It was 
forcefully demonstrated that San Francisco's greftt 
organ could be heard if the official organist chanced to 
be on hand—and doubtless if he felt inclined to let it 
be played. McCormack in telling of the incident was 
evidently surprised at such an arrangement. 
News to the Regents 


Tl»ere has been some considerable discussion in the 


press about the State University erecting a building in 
the civic center, to house its several extensions and 
departments scattered over the city. Ever since 'the 
failure of the opera house project, which was vetoed by 
the mayor, as will be remembered, there has been a 
wide vacant space in the civic center plan—something 
like the hiatus in a jaw left by an absent tooth. The 
discussions contemplated filling this u iiL a university 
structure. The talk finally attracted the attention of 
the University regents. It is remarkable that it at- 
tained such volume without their inspiring or partici- 
pating in it, or apparently having knowledge of it. The 
first official notice that was taken of the proposition 
was a letter from the regents to the city authorities, to 
the effect that the erection of no building anywhere is 
contemplated or will be undertaken till the war is o\er. 
It is inferred that the erection of a building at the 
civic center has not been seriously considered. It is an 
illustration of how projects get proposed and discussed 
without the knowledge of those who are officially con- 
cerned. 
East Street Viaduct 


The contract for the steel work of the viaduct to be 


erected across East street has been awarded, signed, 
sealed, forwarded to Sacramento for approval, received 
that approval, and it looks as though the structure is 
sure to be built. For mnre than twenty years such a 
way above the seething traffic of the city front has been 
needed for the safety of pedestrians. It has been sev- 
eral times projected and always miscarried till th" 
;.'-/>^n( plan was persi^ed in. This plan has been junt- 
as \ehe/nently opposed as any of the others, but some- 
how has not been abandoned. Sinre it was projected 
the great Southern Pacific building has been erected 
on the south side of Market street, which has changed 
the situation sonie^ hat. making that side the. most trav- 
eled. It is proposed to erect a viaduct on the south side 
as soon ns the one to be first erected on the north side 
justifies itse.lf. The main problem in erecting viaducts 


is in the landing. Owners of real estate object to any 
sort of arrangement that will interfere with the com- 
pletest enjoyment of adjacent frontage. Thai makes 
inclined ways all but impossible. Those who come new 
to a consideration of the viaduct question criticise and 
object with great glibness, but the fact that an improve- 
ment so badly needed to conserve life, and comfort of 
ferry patrons has been hanging fire twenty years is fair 
evidence that the subject has been considered in all its 
ancles by those who are in charge. 
Camp Fremont Fund Raised 


There has been no publicity for a considerable time 


a-- to the C'anip Fremont fund—that slju.uuu ihai w.i-, 
said to be shy and for which San Fraucisco \\as held 
responsible by the military authorities. It will be re- 
membered there was much turmoil concerning it. In 
consideration of establishing a cantonment at Palo Alto 
certain things appear to have been guaranteed by some- 
body in the way of costs and expenses. The mayor took 
it for granted that it was all right, and his representa- 
tive took charge, entering into agreements as_to lease- 
holds and improvements that had to be removed or de- 
molished before the money was in hand to pay. Then 
the State authorities butted in in the matter of sewer- 
age, and then a municipal election intervened, causing 
arneniries between the mayor and the Chamber of Com- 
merce, which naturally had to be looked to in raising 
any considerable fund of this nature. The military au- 
thorities became insistent and issued an ultimatum, 
threatening to abandon the camp. A sense of responsi- 
bility was thus appealed to, and the commercial world 
swallowed its adverse feelings and turned to to raise 
the money. It was slow work, but finally it was ac- 
complished. The exact sum raised was §135,953.98. 
Every item that was an obligation on the civilian com- 
munity in this connection has been met and squared. 
Camp Frempnt was held in abeyance for some months 
pending a settlement The trouble seemed to be that 
the military authorities took possession before arrange- 
ments had been carried out, and San Francisco was 
blamed for not living up to her agreement when noth- 
ing definite had been agreed upon. This situation was 
irritated by military crustiness and political animosi- 
ties, and when it came to raising the money the reverse 
of the California spirit was manifest They had to pass 
around the hat. 
A Distinguished Guest 


The sojourn of T. P. O'Connor has been one lunch and 


talk after another. He has broken bread with and ad- 
dressed every civic and most ot tne otuer cm us uo. me 
city. It is not his first visit Thirty-five years ago hq 
was here. The world was a good deal younger then, 
and many of those whom he met and was entertained 
by are not here to welcome him now.

Besides the general attention to matters 
which T. P. is here to further he finds time to golf, and 
at that game is a considerable adept. 
Symphony Season 


The address of President Sproule of the San Fran- 


cisco Musical Association at the closing symphony gave 
a glowing account of the season's activities, but did not 
particularize sufficiently to enable one to judge of 
definite or comparative results. It was announced at 
the banning of the season that more ambitious efforts 
than ever would be made with the symphony, and prob- 
ably more money was expended to that end than in any 
previous season; but there has been the handicap of the 
war, and the growing tendency to eliminate the un- 
necessary and concentrate upon the one great object, 
winning the war. 
Symphony is not an essential, and 


it may well be that it has suffered through the public 
absorption in the m^re vital tliin<j. There have been 
assurances that another season will follow, but neces- 
sarily it will depend upon the turn of military events. 
Conductor Hertz has gone East, as is his custom be- 
tween seasons. Whatever success was achieved in the 
season just closed was due in considerable degree to 
the strong hands behind the enterprise, at the head of 
which was Chairman Sproule. 
Biding His Time 


A Scbmitz proponent was overheard three days ago 


answering a rather strident query as to the wide swath 
the former mayor was going to cut in the Board of 
Supervisors. It was assumed in a rather bantering way 
that he had forgotten the things that his friends had 
promised in his behalf, and was just floating along.

The authors are Professor 
William I. Thomas, of the department 
of sociology and anthropology at the

Znanleckl, 
lecturer on Polish 


history and Institutions at the same 
university. 


The .series of volumes i« to Include 


only those materials that are of the 
greatest interest to students of the 
problem of immigration, taking into 
consideration the fact that this prob- 
lem cannot be understood adequately 
without a knowledge of the conditions 
under which the immigrant groups 
live in Europe.

logical interest by the introduction

It is believed by many that th£ 


offending order is merely a blind fol- 
lowing of Prussian precedent. 
Under 


the German system no Information is 
slvon out. 
But there are sound mili- 


tary reasons which do not apply In 
our case. 
The German armies are 


made up of units from different sec- 
tions of the empire, and the regiments 
from each of these sections fight In 
different ways. For oxnmpl«, a Saxon 
regiment may be counted upon to act 
in one spirit 
or 
fashion, while n, 


Prussian regiment Is certain to act 
in iiuite another spirit 
or 
fashion. 


Then there are diffeiences naturally 
between line regiments and londntrurn 
regiments. 
The enemy is familiar, of 


course, with these variations In tem- 
perament, spirit and discipline, hence 


it is desirable that (hero shall bo no 
betrayal of the composition of units 
holding particular Hectors. 


In our case there uro no marked

This will not prove sat- 


isfactory 
to relatives or friends of 


the men killed or Injured. There will 
be a general demand for more than 
bare facts, and 
It -will be justified 


In view of the fact that there can be 
no military advantage in 
withhold- 


ing particulars.—Argonaut.
